Doctor Who comic strip. By 1979, the strip was free of the 
constraints of the latter Polystyle days and moved to a new home- 
Marvel UK and for the first time, its own title, Doctor Who Weekly. 


Octor Who, Weekly was, created 
by the then editor of Marvel UK's 
Starburst, Dez Skinn. 

During his time as editor of, Starburst, 
Skinn had notedsthe popularity ofthe 
DoctorWho. items in Starburst. In the 
Summerof 1979, Skinn: proposed a Dor 
lor Who comic. lt would combine comic 
Strips and'articles in much the same way 
as his previous fion-Marvel title House of 
Hammer had done. Skinn had already 
approached Tom Baker, the Doctor of 
the time and the programmes Producer, 
Graham, Williams, with the idea, Both 
had interested in the project and 
agreed to give their Cooperation. 

r Who. Weekly was to contain 
two,originated comic strips each week. 
‘The main strip would feature the ongoing 
adventures ofthe Doctor, Unlike most of 
the previous Doctor Who strip stories, 
Maryel's version would be treated as 
serious science fiction and not juvenile 
adventur d been the case-with 
Polystyle's TV Comic. 

he second strip was to be a baćk-up 
feature, depicting new adventures of

some of the Doctor's old television adver- 
saries, such as the Cybermen, the 
Ogrons and of course the Dalek: 

Marvel's American style of approach to 
creating a comic strip was quite different 
to the more traditional methods still 
being used by Polystyle and other British 
publishing companies. Marvel's finished 
comic strips would often be the result ofa 
close collaboration between artist and 
writer with the finished art being com: 
parate inker and letterer. 
original intention was that 
Doctor Who Weekly would bea totally 
in-house production using Marvel's staff 
writers and artists. The then art editor of 
Marvel UK, Paul Neary was to be the 
principal artist on the main strip with 
Dave Gibbons as inker. 

Although an accomplished artistin his 
own right, Gibbons was given the job of 
inker to allow him time to continue his 
work for Fleetwavis 2000AD. ‘However, 
Gibbons was keen to be the main artist 
on Doctor Who and submitted several 
Sketches to Skinn for consideration. 
Skinn liked what he saw and Gibbons 
was given the job of solo artist on the 
strip. 

At Dave Gibbons! suggestion, Dez 
Skinn approached Pat Mills and John 
Wagner to offer them the job of regular 
writers on the Doctor Who strip. Gibbons 
had worked with Mills and Wagner-on 
2000AD and was aware that they had 
submitted various story outlines to the 
Doctor Who production office atthe BBC. 
Of these submissions, one was picked up 
entitled The Space Whale. This was drop- 
ped however and never went into 
production, 

Mills and Wagner accepted Dez 
Skinn's offer to write the Doctor Who 
strip, but as they now no longer worked 
together a n, they agreed to write 
alternate stori However, they would 
still be jointiy credited but with the actual 
writer named first. 


THE BEGINNING 

Issue 1 of Doctor Who Weekly was 
cover dated October 17, 1979, Turning 
the cover, the reader was immediately 
greeted by the first installment of Doctor 


a 


Who and the Iron Legion. The two most. 
significant differences between Marvells 
Doctor Who strip and it's predecesgors 
were that the Doctor was now referred to 
as the "Doctor" and not "Doctor Who." 
Secondly, the strip now took up five 
pages, more than twice its allocation in 
TV Comic. However, in future issues (he 
page count would often be reduced to 
Tour, 

Gibbons! artwork was excellent, being 
both c and detailed. His likeness of 
Tom Baker was near perfect capturing all 
of the fourth Doctors quirky manner- 
isms. Pat Mills! writing set the tone for 
future issues of the comic. The Doctor: 
now participated in strong science fiction 
based adventures. Instead of being a 
rather bland cipher, the-Doctor w: 
imbued with a character 
very akin to his televi 
Similar

in the Doctor's television adventures of 
the time. 

Alter theffirst two, eight part stories, 
Dave Gibbons took a holiday. DezSkinn 
used this as an opportunity to carry out 
his original intentions and produce an in- 
house strip. Issues 17 and 18 of Doctor 
Who Weekłyfeatured the two-part story, 
Timeslip. The adventure was plotted by 
Skinn himself and seripted and illustrated 
Skinn's original choice of arti 
Neary. Timeslip also introduced KO into 
the strip for the first time, Up to this point, 
the Marvel Doctor had been unaccom- 
panied on his travels. Ansoblique refer! 
ence was made to Romana in Timeslip, 
but the character was never to appear in 
the comic. 

However, at thesend of the following 
adventure, Doctor Who and the Star Beast 
the Doctor was joined'in the TARDIS by 
a new companion specific eated for 
the strip. Apparently Pat Mills was keen 
to devise a character that avoided the 
usual comic strip cliches associated with 
heroines and so the Doctor was now 
ompanied by Sharon, a young, 
intelligent black girl: 

With Doctor Who and the Star Beast, 
the regular strip team had returned to the 


Comic. „It is ini ing to note that Dave 
Gibbons e ie K9 far smaller 
than the actual K9 prop. Consequently, 
the Doctor would frequently. be depicted 
running along and carrying K9 under his 
arm;.a feat quite impossible for the 
television Doctor, It was half way through. 
the run of Doctor Who and the Star Beast, 
that Paul Neary took over as the editor of. 
Doctor Who Weekly. 

Although.the back-up comic strips had. 
featured a plethora of the Doctor's old 
enemies from the television series none 
had as yet appeared in (he main strip. 
This situation was to change with the 
next'adventure, Doetor Who and the Dogs 
of Doom, which Commenced itsrun with 
Issue 27 in April 1980: It was not/until 
four episodes into the story though; that 
the Doctor'sfadversaries were totbe 
revealed - the DaleksW 

Coincidentally, Issue 30 alsofmarked 
the beginning of the usé of artwork 
covers for the Comic, father than 
photographs. The covers were in Colour 
and drawn by Dave Gibbons; depicting a 
scene from thé week's main strip: "This 
Would seem to have been a move to 
present the comic Strips as the main 
feature of Doctor Who Weekly rather 
than, the text features. The comic's 
advertising of the time supports this view, 
| coupled withythe fact that three issues

Paul Néary/chose StevelMoöre to 
replace Mills and Wagner: Moore'was 
one of Marvel UK's'in-house writers and 
had been one of the people that Dez 
Skinn had originally considered as writer 
on Doctor Who Weekly. Moore had 
already contributed to several of the 
comics back up strips and, so was well 
versed in the Doctor Who mythos. 

Moore's first offering was a four-part 
story Called Doctor Who and the Time 
Witch,, Curiously at fe end of this ad- 
venture, Moore contrived Sharon to be 

into a fully grown woman. 

Issue,39 saw the beginning of ns 
Glawyin whichysome more of the Doc- 
toris oldjenemiesymade an*appearance: 
the Sontarans. ¿Moore was already famil- 
iar withithesejaliens as he had previously:

THE NEXT PHASE 

While Dragon$ Claw was still running, 
Doctor Who Weekly became a monthly: 
Magazine with Issue 44, cover'dated 
September 1980. This move raised the 
profile of the publication and gave ita 
longer shelf life. This move also made the 
publication more economically viable. By 
raising the page count to thirty-six,’ 
Doctor 10 could now satisfy the 


desires of all of its readers. 


each month. However, following the end 
of Dragons Claw'in Issue 45, the stories 
would last for only one orstwosinstall- 
ments. This format would last until the 
final appearance of the Fourth Doctor in 
Issue 60. Presumably it was felt at this, 
time, that readers would be unwillingsto 


The following onepart strip, War of the 


Words was»also to be K9's last ap- 
pearance, though this fact only became 
obvious when he failed to feature in any 
of the following stories. Possibly the BBC 
had insisted on K9's removal as he had 
made his last television appearance four 
months earlier, in January 1981. 

With Issue 52 Steve Moore tenure as 
writer on the stripléame Jo an end. From 
the following issue Steve Parkhouse took 
on the.task and was to remain with 
Doctor Who until Issue 99, a period of 
almost four years, Surprisingly, Park- 
house had no interest in Doctor Who on 
televisión, although he had written the 
amusing parody of The Ark in Space for 
the British edition of MAD Magazine in 
1975. Alan,McKenzie was fond of the 
programme however and so he would 
Suggest the various story concepts to 

khouse. 

Parkhouse introduced a inctive 
style:of dark humour into his scripts: 
pele noticeable in his first story 

e Deal. 

This story was followed up by Doctor 
Wharand the Free-Fall Warriors. As well 
as the space-faring title stars of the story 
this adventure introduced Doctor Ivan 
Asimoff, an alien science fiction writer 
from the planet Sigma. Doctor Asimoff 
was considered popular enough to be 
featured in his own strip The Fabulous 


7 Idiot in the 1982 Doctor Who Summer, 


Special. He would also make a return 
appearance in the main strip during the 
Sixth Doctor's adventures, The FreeFall 
Warriors also appeared in a strip of their 
own in the 1982 Doctor Who ler 
Special, entitled A Ship Called. Sudden 
Death. Further Free-Fall Warriors adven- 
tures were Chronieled in another Marvel 
UK publication; Captain»Britain Issues 
1-4, written by Parkhouse and drawmbv 
Jerry Paris and Mark Farmer. These did 
notifeature the Doctor in any ways 

When hetooka holiday; Dave Gibbons 
was temporatily replaced as'artist onithe 
strip by Mike McMahon: Adolfo Buyla, 
a friend of Paul Neary's, was inker. 


> Together, McMahon and Buylla pro- 


duced two issues of Sométof the most 
controversial artwork the Doctor Who 
strip has seen. The Junk Yard Demon 
depicted the Fourth Doctor as a bizarre 
caricature while the villain of the piece 
was å lone Cyberman. "Oddly though, 
McMahon chose to depict the Cyberman 
as one of the type encountered by the 
First Doctor in the television story, The 
Tenth Planet and not the more familiar 
types,that the Fourth Doctor had done 
HA D in the TV story Revenge of the 
en. 

Dave Gibbons! return in Issue 60 of 
Doctor in January of 1982, was to, 
mark the last appearance of the Fourth 
Doctor in the comic strip. It.had been 
almost ten months since Tom Baker had, 
departed the series on television in 
March of 1981 and the Fifth Doctor's 
television debut wasimminent: 

Although an end for the Fourth Doc- 
tor, the one-part The Neutron Knights was 
to be the prelude of amewdiréctiomifor: 
the Whó eomie strip. For the first 
time (but not the last) the Doctor meets 
the fabled'wizatd Merlin; who cryptically 
warns him of the'onething'he is unable:
